The good doctor says he believes 
an salvation by grace, but actually 
he still believes in salvation by 
keeping the law. He does not un- 
derstand what it means to have 
one’s sins laid on Christ, to be 
born again, to be kept by the 
power of God. And this is a fatal 
flaw in the Seventh-Day Adven- 
tist position. If he had gone fur- 
ther, he would doubtless have said, 
as other Seventh-Day Adventists 


was written by Moses after Mount 
Sinai, so it had never been even 
mentioned to men by God before, 
but was made known at Mount 
Sinai. 

In the Ten Commandments, God 
says, ‘Remember the sabbath day 
to keep it holy.” But He did not 
say, “Think now about something 
I told you before.’ Rather He was 
telling them that every week these 
Jews were to keep the Sabbath in 
mind to remember it and keep it, 
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commanded that they were not to 


‘work on the Sabbath, but to do 


all their work on six days preced- 
ing the Jewish Sabbath, Saturday. 
They did not even have syna- 
gogues in the Old ‘Testament. 
When Jesus went to the syna- 
gogue and studied or taught, He 
was not keeping the Sabbath. 
When I write this, it is Friday; 
and I will be speaking four times 
today. But that does not mean 
that I am keeping the Sabbath 


today. Going to church is an entire- 
‘ly different thing from keeping 


the Sabbath. To keep the Sabbath 
is simply to rest from all labor of 
every kind. 


But did Jesus keep the Sab- 


bath? He did not! The Bible plain-. 


ly says He did not. Jesus did much 
of His work on the Jewish Sab- 
bath, healing the sick.

We read in the fifteenth chapter 
of Luke three parables: the para- 
ble of the lost sheep; the parable 
of the lost coin; and the parable 
of the lost son. 


We read of the lost sheep, that 
when the shepherd finds the sheep, 
he brings his sheep and calls in 
the others and says, “‘Rejoice with 
me; for I have found my sheep 
which was lost.”
